Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: identifier 1212 is found in the specification but not in shown in the drawings. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should 
be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not 
to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: the pocket being 
attached to one of the flap and the first sleeve is not shown in the drawings. Should 
Claim 8 read that the pocket is attached to one of the flap or the first sleeve? 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: how can something 
be substantially completely covered? Either it is completely covered or substantially 
covered not both. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6 and 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Moe (US 2,226,066). 

In regard to claim 1 , Moe provides a jacket (5) comprising a first and second 
sleeves (6) through which the arms of a wearer are fitted and the first and second 
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sleeves having respective first and second openings (figure 5). A flap provided along 
the first sleeve (6) being adapted to be positioned between opened and closed positions 
(figures 3 and 4), where in the closed position the flap constricts the fist opening of the 
first sleeve (figure 1 ). A pocket disposed between the flap and the first sleeve (figure 5, 
identifiers 7). 

In regard to claim 3, Moe provides a fastener for maintaining the flap in a closed 
position (figure 1, 2 and 4, identifier 7'). 

In regard to claim 4, Moe provides the fastener (7') may be engaged at various 
fastening points to adjust a degree of constriction of the first opening. The zipper 
fastener of Moe is capable of being zipped , etc. which would effect the 
constriction of the first opening. 

In regard to claim 6, Moe provides the fastener is selected from the group 
consisting of snaps, hook and loop fasteners, zippers (7'), tabs and combinations 
thereof. 

In regard to claim 9, Moe provides the pocket being completely covered by the 
flap (figure 1). 

In regard to claim 10, Moe provides the garment being a jacket (6). 
v In regard to claim 1 1 , Moe teaches a jacket (6) that is capable of being worn in 
winter sports. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-8 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Collier (US 6,374,414) in view of Sharrock et al. (US 4,389,801 ). 

In regard to claim 1 , Collier provides a jacket (100) comprising a first and second 
sleeves (figure 2) through which the arms of a wearer are fitted and the first and second 
sleeves having respective first and second openings (figure 2). A flap (28) provided 
along the first sleeve being adapted to be positioned between open and closed portions 
(figure 6A identifiers, 42, 44), where in the closed position the flap constricts the fist 
opening of the first sleeve (column 1 , lines 47-65). 

However, Collier fails to teach a pocket located between the flap and the first 
sleeve. 

In regard to claim 2, Collier provides the first sleeve comprising a cuff (14) 
defining the first opening and wherein the flap (28) has an edge generally parallel to the 
cuff (14). The edge is shorter than a length along the cuff (14) from a point at which the 
flap (28) originates form the first sleeve to a fastening point (42, 44). 

In regard to claim 3, Collier provides a fastener for maintaining the flap in a 
closed position (42, 44). 

In regard to claim 4, Collier provides the fastener may be engaged at various 
fastening points to adjust a degree of constriction of the first opening (42, 44). 
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In regard to claim 6, Collier provides the fastener being selected from the group 
consisting of snaps, hook and loop fasteners (42, 44), zippers, tabs and combinations 
thereof. 

In regard to claim 7, Collier provides the fastener being a hook and loop fastener 
(42, 44). 

In regard to claims 8, 12-17, Collier fails to teach the pocket being attached to 
one of the flap or the first sleeve, a second pocket disposed between the flap and the 
first sleeve, the pocket has an opening inducing at least one pocket fastener selected 
from the group consisting of snaps, hook and loop fastener, zippers, tabs and 
combinations thereof. The pocket has a transparent window and is sized and shaped to 
receive at least one of the group selected form a card, ticket, trail map, season pass, 
keys, currency and combinations thereof. 

In regard to claims 1, 8 and 12-17, Sharrock et al. provides a pocket that could 
be attached to garments to hold items including a name card and having a transparent 
window (9) to view the name card therein (figures 1 and 2: column 1 , lines 3-28 and 
lines 64-68 through column 2, lines 1-6) . The pocket has a fastener to securely store 
items without them falling out (figure 1 and 2, identifier 8) 

It would have been obvious to have provided the pocket on the flap and or the 
sleeve adjacent to the flap since the pocket of Sharrock is designed to be attached to 
any garment at a desired location. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been an obvious matter of 
design choice to a person or ordinary skill in the art to have provided the pocket to 
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contain a season pass because Applicant has not disclosed that the pocket designed to 
contain a season pass provides an advantage, is used for a particular purpose, or 
solves a stated problem. One of ordinary skill in the art, furthermore, would have 
expected Applicant's invention to perform equally well with the pocket designed to 
contain a season pass or a name card because as long as the pocket is capable of 
displaying what is contained in the pocket the details of the item are not critical. 
Therefore, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify Sharrock et 
al. to obtain the invention as specified in claim 15. 

It would have been obvious to have provided the cuff system of Collier with the 
attachable pocket of Sharrock, since the cuff system of Collier provided with an 
attachable pocket located between the flap and the sleeve provides a garment that 
allows the wearer to display their name and other information easily when wearing a 
jacket as desired for identification purposes. 

9. Claims 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen (US 4,761 ,835). 

In regard to claim 18, Chen provides a pair of gloves which when taken together 
as a unit comprising a first and second sleeves through which the arms of a wearer are 
fitted (figure 1). The first and second sleeves having respective first and second 
openings and a generally rectangular flap (31) having a side secured to the first sleeve 
generally parallel to a longitudinal axial direction of the first sleeve (figure 3). The portion 
generally opposite the side being adapted to be fastened to the first sleeve and at least 
one pocket disposed between the flap and the first sleeve (figure 2). 
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In regard to claim 19, Chen provides the first opening is constricted when said 
portion is fastened to the first sleeve (figure 3, identifiers 4, 41 and 42). 

In regard to claim 20, Chen provides the first opening being defined by a cuff of 
the first sleeve and the generally rectangular flap having an unsecured edge extending 
generally parallel to the cuff (39). 

In regard to claim 12, the generally rectangular flap (31) has a second side (39) 
unsecured to the first sleeve. 

However, Chen fails tot each the flap being triangular in shape and it's second 
side having a generally arcuate edge. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been an obvious matter of 
design choice to a person of ordinary skill in the art to have provided the flap being 
triangular in shape and it's second side having generally arcuate edge because 
Applicant has not disclosed that the flap being triangular in shape and it's second side 
having a generally arcuate edge provides an advantage, is used for a particular 
purpose, or solves a stated problem. One of ordinary skill in eh art, furthermore, would 
have expected Applicant's invention to perform equally well with the flap being 
triangular, rectangular or square, since as long as there is a flap the shape of the flap is 
not critical. Therefore, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify 
Chen to obtain the invention as specified in claims 18 and 21 .

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Jackson, Suzuki, Campbell, Morera et al., Sigman, Golde, Fox, Mostert, Scremin et al., 
Giard, Brady, Worth, Curran et al., Roegner, Livingstone, Barker, Goldkind, Carey et al., 
Mariland et al. and Bloom are all cited to show closely related garments.
